To  a largo  extent,  of  course,  the  fact  that  more  people  are  now 


attaining  what  was  previously  considered  to  be  ripe  old  age,  docs 


necessarily  mean  that  such  diseases,  commonly  associated  v;ith 
advancing  years,  assuir.e  increasing  importance.  There  v/ere  seven 
infant  deaths  during  the  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
42.  As  in  the  previous  year  v/hen  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  70, 
the  great  majority  were  due  to  congenital  defects  a.nd  prematurity. 
In  the  abs-once,  as  yet,  of  precise  knowledge  as  to  the  exact  cause 


or  causes  of  such  abnormalities,  increased  efforts  have  boon  made 


during  the  year  to  "deal  with  possible  contributing  factors.  Those 
have  consisted  of  talks  a.nd  discussions  bety/cen  expectant  mothers, 
midv7ivo3  and  hoaTth'  visitors  on  a variety  of  subjects  likely  to 
t the  health  both  of  the  mother  and  .child.

AS  regards  infectious  diseases,  it  is  non  commonplace  to 


remark  on'  the  bohtinued  absence  of  diphtheria.  It  is,  novortholcss , 


^ 

vitally  important  to  continue  to  stress  the  necessity  for  continued 
immunisation.  The  introduction  during  the  year  of  combined 
irmiuni 3 a ti on  against  diphtheria . and  whopping  cough  v/ill,  it  is 
hoped,  in  time  lead  also  to*  -i  reduction  in  the  nuii^bcr  of  whooping 
cough  cases  recorded  annually.  . Measles  and  dy^sentcry  accounted  for 
335  out  of  the  total  of  391  infectious  diseases  notified.  Measles, 
which  commenced  in  opidonic  form  towards  the  end  of  1954,  continued 
over  to  1955  and  was  very  prevalent  in  the  first  tv/o  months  of  the 
year.  In  common  with  surrounding  areas,  dysentery  was  prevalent 
and  although  mild  in  character,  is  extremely  difficult  to  control 
because  of  its  high  infectivity.  At  present  the  only  really 
offoctivo  method  of  control  is  by  the  observance  both  in  the  home 
and  outside  of  strict  personal  cleanliness. 


Tlio  v.iiolo  question  of  atmospheric  pollution  has  been  more  or 
in  abeyance  ponding  the  outcome  of  new  legislation  and  it  is 
hoped  that  full  advantage  will  be  taken  of  such  powers  to  promote 
cloanor  air  and  skies.  In  this  conneption  it  is  indeed  gratifying

Mr,  Rustidge  took  up  his 
appointment  as  pupil  sanitary  inspector  and  clerical  assistant  on 
5th  September,  1955  - Just  one  week  prior  to  me,  I v/ould  like  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  manner  in  which  ho  has  fulfilled  his 
duties  in  his  nev/  appointment.

At  the  end  of  1955  there  was  a waiting  list  of 
approximately  315  applicants  for  Council  Houses,  There  is  also 
the  problem  of  people  living  in  houses  which,  to  a groat  extent 
arc  beyond  repair  and  whore  the  Council  has  not  received  any 
application  for  re-housing  from  the  ton;\nt. 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in  dealing 
with  unfit  houses.  In  1955  the  total  number  of  houses  closed 
v;as  17,  of  those  9 wore  closed  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  and  7 wore  closed  as  a result  of  proceedings  under 
Section  10  of  the  Local  Govcrni.ient  (Miscellaneous  Provisions) 

Act,  1953  and  I'v/as  voluntarily  closed.  During  the  year  9 houses 
v/ore  demolished. 

The  Council  have  erected  43  houses  at  the  Lower

There  are  38  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  pre- 
packed ice  cream  and  59  visits  were  made  to  such  premises  during 
the  year. 


Food  Hygiene. 

Vigorous  action  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
under  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  under  the 
Model  Bye-Laws.  • 

During  the  year  ten  Notices  were  served  upon  occupiers 
of  food  premises  to  carry  out  certain  improvements  and  alterations 
to  facilitate  the  hygienic  preparation  and  handling  of  food.
